He said 
greetings had arrived from the Worker Parties all over the 
world. 

Additional telegrams were read from New Zealand, 
Australia, Finland, Budapest, and the USSR. 

It was announced from the floor that the Puerto 
Rican representative to the convention, Comrade Juan 
Santos Rivera, had been in an auto accident on the 
way to the convention from the airport and that he is in- 
the hospital. 

James Jackson spoke about the crusade of the 
American CP, past and present. He said the USSR is the 
foundation of our own party. He said that at the last CP 
convention, the prestige of the CP, USA was not at its 
peak, but since the l6th National Convention, the CP, USA 
has been growing in prestige and is recognized in the 
entire Marxist movement. 

Archie Brown spoke and received a standing 
ovation. He commented that 34 people had made it possible 
for him to come to this convention by assisting with his 
expenses .

The following mimeographed documents were distributed 
at the convention on 12/12/59: 

"VI. The Communist Party" four pages 
"The Worker" (a two-page resolution) 
"Report of Constitution Committee - proppsed 
changes to party constitution" (three pages) 
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Juan Santos Rivera, /leader of the Communist Party 
of Puerto Rico, entered the convention hall on crutches and 
made a speech from the platform. He received a standing 
ovation. 

In the early aftemccn of 12/I2$9» Regina Boelicki 
was approached by James Jackson who made .available to her an 
original communication in German from. Walter Ulbricht of the 
Central Committee of the East German (German Democratic 
Republic) Socialist Unity (CP) Party, extending greetings 
to the CPUSA on the occasion of its 17th National Convention. 
Jackson also made available an English translation of the 
communication and requested Boelicki to insure the translation 
was correct and thereafter, as a matter of special convention 
privilege, read the communication to the convention. Boelicki 
checked the translation and subsequently read the greetings 
before the assembled convention. 

Ira the evening of 12/12/59, during a recess in 
the convention Regina Boelicki was approached by a man who 
identified himself as the chairman of the Appeals Committee. 
This man demanded to see some brief notes Boelicki had been 
taking. Arnold Johnson passed by and '-indicated by a nod to 
Boelicki that this man was all right. The man then identified 
himself as Morris Childs and after taking BoelickL' s notes 
advised her that as a guest she had no right to take notes 
at the convention. At the request of Childs Boelicki identified 
hei'self as the press director of the Upper West Side Section of 
the New York County CP and stated she had taken notes because 
in her position she was interested in the statistics announced 
regarding the circulation of "The Worker" and further that no 
announcement had been made that guests were prohibited from 
taking notes. She further advised Childs that she had been 
taking down some data for another comrade. Childs advised 
Boelicki it would be necessary for him to keep the notes. 
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Following this incident Boelicki reported the 
action of Childs to Jack Stachel, Arnold Johnson, James 
Jackson and Jack Shulman stating she was insulted by this 
"gestapo-^type action 11 g,nd desired an immediate explanation. 
These individuals a,dvised Boelicki not to worry and that they 
would check into the matter.

the four days checking delegates 1 credentials and relieving 
Regina Boelicki who was the receptionist. Anton Novak also 
assisted at the door on Saturday and Sunday. 

J gave a second guest a handwritten 
note announcing a social (apparently to raise funds for 
"The Worker") to be held at the residence of Tarmon, 
37 East 4th Street, NYC, on 12/19/59- The note indicated 
that refreshments were to be served and that a talk with 
slides on China by Maud Russell would be presented at this 
social. Admission was listed as $1.00. 

Bertha Stachel, who was a guest, was looking, for 
her husband at the convention. She. commented to a fellow comrade 
that she was sorry she was unable to attend CP club meetings 
(probably because of the condition of her health) . 

Anton Novak, wh o was assisting at the door in checking 
credentials, stated that | jt ad "gotten into trouble 11 

at th e NY S tate CP Convention 111/27-29/59) . According to 
Nova kl I was not a CP member and had no authority to attend 
the State Convention where she had worked at t he lit erature 
table. Novak stated the CP officials had sent | ~| home from 
the convention. 
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In the early a.m. smoke filled the eleventh floor 
convention hall and also later in the evening. James Jackson 
took the convention platform and announced that there was no 
danger (apparently there was a fire in the basement of the 
hotel) . Many delegates appeared exhausted and left the 
convention e$rly. 

On Sunday, 12/13/59* it was determined that 
James Jackson, Jack Shulman and Jack Stachel had talked to 
Morris Childs regarding the action of Childs in confiscating 
brief notes prepared by Regina Boelicki on the previous day. 

Later Jack Shulman advised Boelicki that the mattef* 
of Boelicki f s notetaking had been talked over and Shulman had 
determined that somebody from the (New York) State Committee 
had reported Boelicki to Childs. Shulman stated that Childs 
had refused to identify the person or persons who had reported 
Boelicki, Shulman said he would determine who was responsible 
for the action of Childs and a full apology would be demanded. 
Boelicki related to Shulman that some of the officials of her 
section committee were jealous of her attendance at the 
National Convention at the invitation of a National Committee 
member in behalf of the National Committee and they had 
attempted to persuade her not to attend. Boelicki said it 
was possible these individuals were responsible for the 
incident. 

Evelyn Wiener (New York County CP organizer) 
subsequently approached and embraced BOELICKI stating*' the 
had heard of the Childs** ihcideht "and had talked with Childs. 
She advised Boelicki not to worry about the incident as "it 
has been handed - we all know you! M 

Later in the afternoon Childs approached Boelicki 
again and returned the notes he had taken from her on the 
preceding day. Childs apologised fop his action stating he had 
just obeyed orders. He said someone had told him Boelicki had 
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a notebook in addition to the notes but he was satisfied 
this was not the case. Childs said he did not know who had 
caused the trouble and that an announcement should have been 
made at the Convention that guests were prohibited from 
taking notes. Childs said it was necessary to be extremely 
careful and some of the comrades from the "States" had been 
turned away from the Convention.

were ashed to add one delegate. The individuals from 
farad Bennett through the fe©tt®« of the list, were then 
added to the presiding committee. 

6ns Ball was etaiixwan of the presiding committee 
and Hy Ismsne acted as the unofficial secretary. 

The presiding eora&ittee met on numerous occasions 
before and after the convention meetings as well as during 
the actual convention itself. It was impossible to attend 
all of the committee meetings inasmuch as the committee 
would fee called to order on very short notice to consider 
soma problem that would come up in connection with the 
convention . 

At the first meeting of the presiding committee, 
Ous Hall 'began with remarks by stating that the Communist 
Party in the United States should begin to operate like the 
Communist Parties in ©th©r countries. He pointed out that 
the present siethod of elect! ^ delegates to the National 
Committee ©f the CP - CSA was ©n a Federalist basis. By 
thpt phrase "Federalist basis", Hall. meant that the states •' 
would elect som of the delegates to the National Committee, 
and the National Convention would elect the remainder of 
the delegates. Hall felt that in actual practice the 
National Ooasmitt®® should elect all members of the National 
Committee regardless ©f 'sher© they came from or what they 
did in the Cor«anist Party. Hall stated that he realized 
that there were strong feelings among the delegates to the 
National Convention t© retain the present method of nominating 
delegates to the National "smmittee. 

"' '•"'•'-Hall suggested tw© different methods of nominating 
delegates, these toeing (jl) that the Convention make the 
nominations from the floor and elect delegates to the 
National Committee in this manner; (2) Hall suggested that 
the states be allocated a set number of delegates to th© 
National Coaaitte© and that in addition, there be a general 
list of nominees, which list would contain the names only of 
Party members of National status. 
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Bkll 9 s proposals we^a discussed . ia the presiding 
comaittee with no particular decision being, made one' way ov the 
other o Hail t&en suggested that the presiding committee consider 
recommending a national coranittee of forty individuals that 
would foe split twenty to r twenty between the state list and a 
general list. 

Bali's suggestion as to the sis© of the National 
Coiamittee did not meet with much approval by the members of the 
presiding committee and several alternative proposals were made 
such as a 14 - 26, a 15 • 25, aind a 1© - 3© split be made. 

The variws alternatlW> suggestions to Ball's 
proposal were not all made in the original presiding committee 
meeting but were made and discussed in several subsequent 
meetings of the presiding coM&ittee* Proposals would be made, 
.discussed, and the presiding committee would t^en disbaxxiand 
go into the convention . Aftes? a few hours, the committee would 
reconvene and 'continue the discussion of the mafeeup of 'the 
National Committee e 

After consider&Me discussion, the presiding comipittee 
eventually agreed that the Rational Committee would consist of 
fifty individuals . Of these, thirty-five would foe nominated by 
the states and fifteen woald foe from a general or a national 
list.

The agenda was a report by | | on the National 
Convention, Fund drive, and discussion on organizational problems b7D 
for tl^e future. 



In her report |__| compared the stormy 16 National 
Convention of two years ago to the quiet peaceful Convention of 
a week ago, the 17 National Convention here at the Hotel Theresa 
in Harlem. 

She outlined the remarks, of GUS HALL, the new chairman 
of the Communist Party here in the U.S, who also outlined the many 
problems which the Party has overcome since the 16 National 
Convention. 

Another important aspect of the Party is What is the 
role of the Party today, how can we get into the main broadstream, 
and how can we be effective today. 

Also some of the important highlights of the Conventipn 
were discussion around the recent- visit of KRUSCHEV to the U.S, 
The meeting between KRUSCHE V and EISENHOWER at Camp D&vici. This was 
the issue around the international scene, on the domestic scene 
we have the many problems of of Automation, Unemployment and the 
growing tax burden on the American people. 

The question of how the American people, who are 
faced with the many problems, of taxes, anti-labor bills, anti- 
union etc., on the domestic scene, and by the ever continuing 
cold war under the guise of peace, on the foreign scene, can be 
met was discussed at great lengths by the many delegates of the 
National Convention. 
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Some of the ways in which the people are showing their 
resistance to these many problems eire, the creation of a militant 
youth movement, by the many peace organizations, by th$ many 
demonstrations against the use of the A. and H. Bombs,* against 
an expanded draft, by the many Negro organizations both here in 
the North but also in the South, since the integration movement 
of a few years back, by the struggles of the Steel workers union 
against the big steel monoplies, who have forced a 117 days 
strike on the workers without a settlement in sight, until the 
government forced the workers back to work. 

Concerning the question of the Party for the future, it 
is- true that many people were holding out in the past two years, 
undeceided, as to remain or drop out, just waiting for a sign of 
stability, and now that this Convention is over it is certain that 
they will remain because it is a unified Party pledged to fight 
for common program. 

I 1 outlined the many committies that were active blD 
in the National Convention namely, peace, unions (Industrial), 
around the Party, youth, Women, i960 elections, Latin American, 
Cuban, Puerto Rican, Mexican, Appeals, Party Press, Jewish, 
National groups, Credentials. 

There were many resolutions on peace, discussion and 
estimate as to what degree the American people can move on such 
a vital question of peace. Trade Union resolutions, where 
monoply was the main enemy, Negro resolution, where a great dis- 
cussion was. held around the struggles against the Dixicrats and 
ways and means to overcome them. 

Resolutions around the 196£ much stress was placed on 
the establishment of many Independent organizations and forums, 
also for us to join the existing Political organization especially 
the Democrat Party and to work from within. 

There must be established and strengthening of Negro, 
Puerto Rican alliance, especially in the Bronx where the need 
is so great for such leadership in the i960 elections. 
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Around the Youth issue, it is necessary first to bring 
the youth together, lay the ground work for this important set 
up, and later to establish an organization to lead the Youth 
forward and help solve the many growing problems which face them 
in the future. 

The Constitution Committee discussed to great lengths 
the function and dyties pf the National Convention in the election 
of a National Committee, and the re -establishment of Democratic 
Centralism. 

There was an excellent report on Cuba, Puerto Rican, 
Mexican, Womens Committee, where 9 women from New York were 
elected to the National Committee including the wives of two 
National Committee members. 

The Jewish question, the status of the Jewish people 
in the U.S. it was voted that the New National Committee render 
a full report sometime in Feb. i960 after a more complete study 
is made.

Another touching scene of the Convention, was the 
appearance of the Chairman of the Puerto Rican communist Party, 
who after taking a plane to Jdlewild Airport, tEen a cab to his 
sisters house, rearing her home the cab was involved in an accident 
causing serious injuries to him, causing him to be hospitalized, 
but even though he was injured seriously he came to the Convention 
on crutches, and was greeted enthusiast i cly by the Convention. Jt 
was an inspiring spectacle and showed the loyalty which he had 
toward the Party , 

GUS HALL in his final remarks said that this Convention 
is concluded on the premise of one line, one policy and one 
direction. He urged that we strive to overcome the factionalism 
traits within our Party, that we get rid of such groups that exist 
in the Party, and that we strive to establish the kind of leadership 
that will build a strong Communist party here in America. 
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In connection with this it is necessary to get down to 
the level of resistance, develop leadership, promote cadre, 
especially those near and dear to us, the old and the new, young 
and old.

On 12/31/59, NY 2318-S*, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that BETTY GANNETT and 
ELIZABETH had a conversation during which BETTY mentioned that 
they would pick ELIZABETH up that evening to take her to the 
party at MARY KAUFMAN' s. 

On the same date, NY 2318-S* further advised 
ELIZABETH contacted PEGGY DENNIS who told her that GENE 
had had a bad time the previous day, clutching his chest 
and not being able to speak, but that he got over it. They 
then had a long discussion concerning the NYS District and 
BEN DAVIS with ELIZABETH saying that now is the time that they 
will have to stop DAVIS from getting away with everything. 
Both agreed that he will either have to take the national 
office or go back to the state. ELIZABETH said that 
DAVIS has no support from the Negro Comrades in the 
Party and that while NYS is a mess, it would be made 
worse by an Ineffectual man like ARNOLD JOHNSON. She 
then told PEGGY that she would not take the NYS Chair- 
manship unless it was by complete acclamation and that 
she doesn't want to be a "football" between the two 
factions. Concerning JACK STACHEL, ELIZABETH said that

he has not made a real contribution to the Party in the 
past two years and that he is one of the "lame duck NEC. 
She said that if ARNOLD JOHNSON is elected to the NYS

for GENE DENNIS. ELIZABETH said that GENE should be the 
political leader of the Party while GUS HALL should 
handle organization. She told PEGGY that she has always 
looked to GENE for her political leadership on any 
question and that he takes his time thinking things out 
and does not panic or jump to conclusions. 

On 1/1/60, NY 2318-S* further advised that BELLA 
ALTSHULER and ELIZABETH had a conversation during which 
ELIZABETH mentioned that she is due up in the Bronx on 1/6/60. 
Among other things, they discussed the various problems 
connected with the amnesty campaign, notably money, and the fact 
that ELIZABETH has recently written an article on amnesty 
which will be published in the next issue of "Political 
Affairs." She also mentioned that she had been at a 
New Years Eve party the previous evening at MARY 
KAUFMAN'S and that WILL WEINSTONE, JIM JACKSON, BETTY 
GANNETT, and JIM TORMEY had also been there. 

On that same date NY 231 8-S* further advised 
that ARNOLD JOHNSON contacted ELIZABETH to wish her a happy 
new year. ELIZABETH told him of the party at KAUFMAN ' s 
the previous evening which she described as a nice affair 
although marred somewhat by an outburst by MARY'S sister 
during a discussion of President EISENHOWER and GUS HALL'S 
statement on TV that he was a man of courage.

The New York State Communist Party (CP) Convention 
was held last weekend commencing January 8, I960. A general 
characterization of the convention is that a difficulty which 
they were worried (election of officers) over and had not 
solved up to the start of the convention therefore still 
exists. However, with the convention imminent they had to 
do something; as a result, they did not elect officers but 
gave themselves two weeks in which to decide this problem 
and answer the question of who is to replace BEN DAVIS. 

The convention opened on Friday evening, and aside 
from a political keynote talk of a general nature by DAVIS 
nothing else was accomplished or transacted other than quarrel- 
ing and maneuvering regarding who would be on the State Committee. 

All day Saturday and part of Sunday was spent on 
the leadership question. However, since they came into the 
convention with a background of a month of quarreling nothing 
could be settled in one day. So the differences and internal 
struggle between the DAVIS forces and the collection or 
/group around ALBERTSON and GANNETT (PHIL BART has a finger in 
y/ it, DENNIS has a finger in it) were nofc resolved. 

With that kind of a situation, they were unable 
to decide the question of whether DAVIS should move into- the 
National Committee and give up his position as State Chairman. 
DAVIS, if he gees upstairs, wants to know who is to replace 
him — wants one of his own crowd. 

The so-called compromise candidates put forth who 
might be acceptable to DAVIS are not acceptable to him, 
and those that are acceptable to DAVIS are not acceptable 
to the opposition. So-called candidates like ARNOLD JOHNSON, 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY, even ELISABETH FLYNN considered though she 
would be just a figurehead — anything to get out of this mess; 
however, the problem still remains. 
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Another thing they had to do at the convention was 
elect a State Committee of the CP. AgaSn there was a lot of 
wrangling as to who would get a majority on this committee. 
There was a lot of conniving around this point for whoever 
would win out here would also win the other question as to 
who would succeed DAVIS. 

They had a presiding committee,, sort of a leading top 
committee, which also acted as a nominating committee. This 
nominating committee brought in a list of 53 names uo be the 
new State Committee, sort of a' preferred recommended list for 
all sides to vote for. A preponderance of the group of 53 
were pro-DAVIS people. 

This list was presented to the convention, and 14 
additional nominees were named from the floor. Thus the ballot 
contained 67 names of which 53 were to be elected, and a 
ruling was made that 53 names had to be voted for or else 
the ballot was invalid. This was to prevent bullet votes, 
an eld trick in elections. 

After the ballots were tallied, three of the 
recommended 53 were defeated, and three of the independents 
nominated from the floor replaced them. Of the three defeated 
and the three elected, you can ft say that DAVIS won or lost, 
or vice versa, it was so confused. 

JOE NORTH, GEORGE MORRIS and a third person, not 
recalled, knocked out three that were on the recommended list; 
of these latter three, two recalled are SI GERSON of the 
right group and MIMI FRIEDLANDER, Bronx County Organizer, 
who at the National Convention edged out WEINSTONE, the strong 
supporter of DAVIS, by one vote. The defeat of ERIEDLANDER 
in this convention therefore evened the score for the National 
Convention. 

Another thing that happened in the voting was that 
GANNETT, one of the main leaders in the anti~DAVIS group, 
made the election by only one vote and everyone on the DAVIS 
side is gleeful over this. The DAVIS forces are also happy 
that JIM TORMEY, GANNETT ' s husband, was number 52 on the list. 
He was only elected by two votes. In effect, the DAVIS forces 
got FRIEDLANDER and almost got GANNETT and JIM TORMEY. The 
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DAVIS forces therefore feel they have gained a smashing victory 
and that the 53 man State Committee is -weighed in favor of 
DAVIS who is therefore in a stronger position. 

The DAVIS forces are also very gleeful over another 
fact* The ALBERTSON - DENNIS grouping, in order to prevent 
an out and out pro-DAVIS man (like MILT ROSEN. MORTY SCHEER 
or WILLIAM WEINSTONE) taking 'his place, are favorable to a 
so-called neutral as. at least they would have a chance of 
winning over a neutral person. CLARENCE HATHAWAY was put 
forward as such a man. HATHAWAY was put up by the nominating 
committee as part of the 53 on the recommended list, but 
HATHAWAY only got a vote of 80 out of 135 votes. A so-called 
new leader appearing with such a low vo-ce shows weakness and 
is considered by DAVIS people a good siga; in effect, a 
lack of confidence in HATHAWAY. The DAVIS people are grinning 
about this low vote received by HATHAWAY. 

In general, the Party today does not know CLARENCE 
HATHAWAY. He was a famous leader of the past,, 1920 - 1940, 
He was one of the most important leaders in the first 20 
years of the Party's existence and has served on the National 
Committee, as editor of the "Daily Worker", as a delegate 
to Moscow many times, etc. 

In 1940, HATHAWAY cracked up. Commencing in the 
early 1930s to July or August of 1940 he commenced a schedule 
of heavy drinking to the point of alcoholism. For five to 
seven years he was a study problem in alcoholism and women. 
The party didn't know what to do about HATHAWAY as he was an 
jmportant man and they didn't want the matter made public, so they 
did nothing. 

In 1940, while he was editor of the "Daily Worker", 
HATHA¥AY came to work drunk every day for a couple of months. 
One day he disappeared completely without a trace. No one 
knew what had happened to him and weeks passed. The Party 
put out no alarm feeling that whatever happened to him he 
had caused by his own actions. 
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Sometime later, HATHAWAY 1 s wife, who was also 
trying to locate him, let the Party know what had happened. 

just a week before he disappeared, HATHAWAY 
went on a one-week paralytic binge at hone. He climaxed 
this binge by going to a railroad yard toe he crawled 
into a boxcar. The box car ended up m tne far midwest. 
'When he came to his senses, he realized he could now no 
ionger return as he had committed the final act which had 
discredited him with the Party. He wrote a let ter to his 
w*fp savins he was going to Minnesota wnere he would gei; a 
ISd in rictory and lile the life of a simple working man 
in order to straighten himself out. 

HATHAWAY has been in the M^® 80 *?- ?f SimSSf 
last 20 years working and striving to renabilitate himself , 
and his name was forgotten in the Party until six ™«^» 
ago. So only the old Party people know toe story of HATHAWAY. 

About six months ago, HATHAWAY «b name started toow{ 
ud It was mentioned that he was.helping out with The Worker 
inMinnesota? assisting the Party and coming along fine Then 
later, DENNIS and STACHEL started to think in terms of bringing 
him back to work on *he paper. He is a proficient jour nalist , 
and they needed someone, so he could get the 30b so to speak by 
default e 

However, DAVIS and others, not being newcomers to the 
Party, know the background on HATHAWAY and know that once he 
Sets his hooks into a good position and gets fixea there he 
will be a shrewd, skilled cbnniver and could be dangerous to 
DAVIS HATHAWAY stands with the anti-leftist crowd and would be 
a help to HALL. He could be used as a foil against DAVIS as he 
can be a sSSled and articulate antagonist, but the DAVIS people 
know this. 

In a private conversation, DAVIS was asked what the 
score was. DAVIS stated that it looked good and that they 
would have a meeting of the State Committee on Friday, January 
22, I960, and at this meeting they were scheduled to elect 
officers. 
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What they will do on January 22, i960, remains 
to be seen. Whether they will elect officers or delay further 
is difficult to say, but it is felt that the matter will be 
resolved at the meeting on January 22, i960.

The opening discussion was concerned with the 
status of HENRY WINSTON'S current application for parole. 
JOHN ABT said that he was leaving on Friday (1/29/60) evening 
and would see WINNIE (HENRY WINSTON) on Saturday, 1/30/60. 
According to ABT, in cases of this type (referring to 
WINSTON'S physical condition) if surgery is recommended the 
prisoner himself is the only one consulted. ABT said that 
he, therefore, considered the main problem to be whether or 
not WINSTON should be advised to refuse surgery until a 
specialist from this area can be contacted in order to see 
what arrangements can be made for a medical parole.?^/. 

GUS HALL and EUGENE DENNIS were of the opinion 
that if surgery is necessary at this time it should not be 
postponed for parole purposes but that it should be merely 
insisted that a specialist be used. N g/ 

PHIL BART reported on what action has been taken 
regarding WINSTON'S case since the meeting of the secretariat^ 
held during the preceding week. BART said that NORMAN THOMAS £ 
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has already sent a letter to BENNETT (apparently referring to 
the Director of the Bureau of Prisons) and the Parole Board 
regarding obtaining a specialist for WINSTON. He stated that, 
further than this, "the committee" was before the Parole Board 
and was to see BENNETT, He said that he did not know the 
outcome of this. BART continued that ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 
had contacted MARCUS GOLDMAN (PH) in Washington, D.C. and 
further that BALDWIN (PH) had been seen on 1/27/60, and said that 
he was going to Washington on 1/28/60 "to take up the question 
of a specialist and a Medical Parole." (it is believed that the 
BALDWIN mentioned may be ROGER BALDWIN of the American Civil 
Liberties Union). According to BART, in addition to the foregoing, 
IRVING POTASH is trying to see a number of trade union leaders 
(apparently to enlist their support). BART also no£ed that 
steps were being taken to contact Negro leaders. 

GUS HALL stated that he was planning a, trip to Chicago 
on 2/5,6,7*8/60, and. he asked that JOHN ABT attempt to get him 
blanket permission in connection with his current duties as 
General Secretary to travel to the following cities : 

Los Angeles, San Francisco, Seattle, Detroit, 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, Washington, Baltimore, Boston, Minneapolis 
and St. Louis. ABT said that he would attempt to do this.^^. 

PHIL BART suggested that a meeting be held during 
the early part of next week to discuss a Party statement 
regarding WINNIE (HENRY WINSTON Yy%£^ 

IRVING POTASH noted that BALDWIN (possibly 
ROGER BALDWIN) had suggested that the Party contact the 
American Civil Liberties Union regarding discrimination against 
political prisoners, POTASH proposed that a further 
discussion be held on this question .jg>^ 

EUGENE DENNIS recommended that IRVING (POTASH), 
ARNOLD (JQHNSON), and ELIZABETH (FLYNN) handle the WINSTON 
question, 
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GUS HALL pointed out that there is a committee 
in existence in Chicago which acts on behalf of WINSTON and 
has done some very fine research on his case. He suggested that 
this committee be contacted 

PHIL BART recommended that the next NC meeting be 
held in Chicago on 3/25,26,27 (I960) e He pointed out that 
Chicago is a suitable place for the the meeting and 
everything necessary for the "conduct of the meeting »" 
He said that Chicago (Party members) can make arrangements 
for nutting up 40 people in private homes.. With respect 
to travel from NY to Chicago, BART noted that if three to twenty- 
five people were to travel in a group and use the railroad, 
a reduced rate could be obtained. He said that there were 
a few financial details to be worked out but in his opinion 
they are not insurmountable.^^' 

BART next took up the question of "commissions of 
work;" He suggested that NC members be the base for the 
formation of thes&e commissions and that these commissions be 
composed of approximately seven members each> with larger 
and more representative meetings being held from time to time 
as needed. Names of proposed members for these commissions 
were placed on the blackboard &n3 the informant was unable 
to obtain them,^g^ 

GUS HALL proposed that the Secretariat hold a

IRVING POTASH said that the leadership should 
be more directly involved in Negro representation* He 
noted that in this field, there is no one directly in 
charge of this work in Michigan, Illinois, Ohio and 
on the West Coast* He stressed that the Secretariat should 
pay more attention to the Negro question.^}^ 

JAMES JACKSON noted that the educational 
department of the Party has not gotten around to the need 
for a "re~tooling of cadres*" He said that (WILL JAM) 
WEXNSTONE has a particular aptitude in the field of 
reorientating the Party ideologically and that nothing 
is being done in this direction at the present time. 
He continued that of all the ideological questions,, 
he felt that the most important were in the field of 
educational and agitational propaganda* Jfe£ 

HY LUMER said that a whole theme of work has 
to be developed in the educational field and expressed 
the opinion that "this commission" (Education Commission) 
constitutes a good beginning c 

GXJS HALL suggested that there be an early 
meeting of the various commissions for organisational

JAMES JACKSON proposed that a "budget hearing" 
be scheduled in order to have a "perspective as to what 
ue are tfcsfcing with," JACKSON pointed out that a 
meeting has been scheduled to take place before the 
next National Committee meeting, at which time there v

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there was a need to focus attention on pre-primary 
political orientation in order to reflect "our attitude

EUGENE DENNIS suggested that an enlarged 
meeting of the Secretariat be held in the third or^

"It took us a little time following the convention to set 
up a committee and formalize the work.

We want to start as quickly 
as possible because we realize that any further delay will be 
harmful to the drive. 

"By Monday we will s^nd out all the material and we can 
start moving. However, I thought that I would send this to you 
in advance so that you will have some information and if you have 
any suggestions, I would appreciate them. I stress again that 
this unfqrtunate delay has held us up and I think we will be able 
to start moving now. 

"We propose a national fund drive for the paper of $7^000,

social welfare questions; With respect to the Democratic 
Party, STACHEL stated that the three major candidates 
are (JOHN) KENNEDY, (LYNDON) JOHNSON, and (STUART) 
SYMINGTON.

HALL stated it is necessary to get started 
immediately because once the medical report is out, 



PLYNN suggested that "we" should get the top 
leaders of the Negro people to speak out on the WINSTON 
case and urged BEN DAVIS to undertake immediate contacts 
with these people, 
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DENNIS recommended that de^e^a^^ons' should 
call on the Attorney General, Parole Board and 
BENNETT (Director of Bureau of Prisons Kjg^. 

POTASH agreed with DENNIS ' recommendation 
but added that "our" approach should emphasize that 
the government is- taking on added responsibility by 
returning WINSTON to prison after such a serious 
-opera ti on>^/ 

BEN DAVIS then gave a report on his and GUS 
HALL.' s appearances before the HCUA and the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee. ' DAVIS praised the 
lawyers representing them at the hearings as very 
excellent and experienced with the knack of "guiding 
us in our answers." He described hearings as of great 
importance because of publicity given to them. He felt 
both committees have lost considerable standing and 
felt the press had either an open or silent campaign 
against them.j^ 

DAVIS stated he felt tactics he and GUS 
fdllowed at the hearings were sound. He recommended 
review of whole position re "versing" of the 1st and 
5th (amendments).' He felt it wasn't true that once 
you have taken the 5th it leaves you without the 
capacity of a fighting position/^/ 

DAVIS remarked that the "biggest thing is to- 
further estimate the impact and importance' of the Party, 
and how to take advantage of it and project it. 

HALL agreed generally with what DAVIS. reported- 
He felt "we" have the ear of more people now than 
ever, however, "we" have to recognize that the enemy \ / 
is also organizing and they see the potential, if not u&f 
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the immediate status , and direction arn^ffl^f the 
Party is going. HALL stated that "we" have to see 
that the attacks are going to continue and we shouldn't 
he surprised If there are some legal attacks against 
us.>^ 

Meeting adj'ourned.Jj^ 
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On 2/3/60, NY 2359-S*advised a meeting wad 
held on that date in the third floor board room, CP 
Headquarters, NYC. Among those present were PHIL BART, 
SI GERSON, WILLIAM PATTERSON, BILL ALBERTSON, IRVING 
POTASH, ELIZABETH PLYNN, ARNOLD JOHNSON and BELLA 
ALTSHULER .V 

PHIL BART stated the question of parole for 
WINSTON is paramount. He remarked "we are in a good 
position to organize an immediate . parole fight." He 
recommended the formation of a committee to' develop a 
campaign right away. 

WILLIAM PATTERSON stated the question of getting 
out material to other districts should he considered. He 
recommended the LASH story about WINSTON (the LASH story 
appeared in the "New York Post" on 2/2/60). PATTERSON 
stated it would be impossible for him to give all his 
time to the committee, but that if SI GERSON heads it, 
PATTERSON wants to be regarded as one of his major public 
relations people, particularly where Negroes are concerned. 
He stated the question of parole for WINSTON can be 
helpful politically in talking to any Negro force 

SI GERSON stated that the Bureau of Prisons is 
reluctant to discuss the whole WINSTON issue. He urged 
that pressure be brought on that bureau to remove the 
guards around WINSTON. GERSON suggested that a "get-well 
card" campaign be organized, and that the JOE LASH story 
be reproduced and distributed to the districts. GERSON 
urged that public figures be contacted to get them to 
write public letters to the Parole Board, or to vary it, 
to "The New York Times," or "The New York Herald Tribune." 
He pointed out that "we've" got to break into the press. 
GERSON stated the most important thing is to get public 
figures to speak out for unconditional parole, and the 
withdrawal of all armed guards from Montefiore Hosoital 
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GERSON mentioned the possibility of having 
JOHN ABT meet with the chairman" of the Subcommittee of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee which deals with federal 
institutions. GERSON stated he was willing to serve on 
the committee, but did not want to act as chairman 

BILL ALBERTS ON stated that someone should be 
assigned to write a special story on WINSTON. He also 
suggested that a letter be written wherein people are 
requested to write the authorities and urge parole for 
WINSTON. 




IRVING POTASH pointed out that WINSTON'S health 
and the negligence of the government should be the basis 
for urging his parole. POTASH stated the point of attack 
should be the Department of Justice and the Parole Board 
rather than BENNETT or the doctors. ' POTASH recommended, 
in connection with the WINSTON campaign, that SI GERSON 
be in charge of press. He urged that letters be sent to 
newspapers and attempts be made to have newspapers write 
editorials regarding WINSTON. POTASH suggested that JIM 
(JACKSON), xvith SI GERSON, write a letter and story 
regarding WINSTON to be sent abroad. He stated consideration 
should also be given to an official letter being sent to 
Parties abroad from the CP, USA. POTASH urged that someone 
from Youth should be involved to obtain signatures and 
approach student bodies. BILL (ALBERTSON) should be in 
charge of the Youth aspect of this campaign. POTASH also 
recommended that lawyers 1 organizations be approached in 
connection with the question of parole discrimination 
against WINSTON. (Note: BENNETT mentioned above is Director of 

Bureau of prisons), gjc. 

POTASH concluded by suggesting that consideration 
might be given to institution of a suit by WINNIE and EDNA 
against the Government ^g^- 

E.G. PLYNN proposed that IRVING POTASH head up 
the committee because of his stature and professional 
approach -"N/ 
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JOHNSON stated that one of the problems facing 
the Party is to get the federal government to change its 
policy on parole of political prisoners^Ao 

FLYNN suggested that BEN DAVIS take responsibility 
of presenting WINSTON'S case to the Negro people. She 
urged that all NC members take active role in this 
campaign^j^ 

PATTERSON suggested that a copy of a letter 
concerning the WINSTON case be sent to every member of 
the United Nations. He felt "we" should force a change 
in the government's policy concerning political prisoners • > ta/ 

BART stated that the "big thing" is a parole for 
WINNIE and the nature of the parole is not important. He 
said the Party "should look into possibility of certain 
legal action if the government should try to return WINSTON 
to prison. He recommended a committee consisting of SI 
(GERSON), PAULINE (ROGERS ) , BELLA (ALTSHULER) from the 
Bronx, PAT (PATTERSON), PAULIE (possibly PAUL ROBESON, Jr.) 
from Harlem, IRVING (POTASH), BEN (DAVIS) and someone from 
Brooklyn .>£^ 

BART commented "we're going to put down write 
the President for parole. "Np 

BART, POTASH, FLYNN and ALTSHULER discussed the 
wording of a brief statement to be issued by the 
"committee" urging that letters and wires be sent to GEORGE 
J. REED, Chairman, U.S. Board of Parole, Washington, D.C., 
requesting immediate parole for WINSTON.

HALL felt something 
could be worked out and gave this matter to TOOHEY to 
handle, TOOHEY said no, that he respectfully declined to 
handle it, and HALL could tell that TOOHEY was very angry. 
HALL said he expected a reaction from TOOHEY and that 
perhaps he had not presented the situation correctly but 
felt that something could be done, 

TOOHEY told HALL that he had heard TOOHEY complain 
of the lack of cooperation from the National Office and that 
they had received no assistance, HALL now wants TOOHEY to 
notify the New Jersey people that the National Office has no 
time to deal with the responsible people in the New Jersey 
CP, but the National Office and HALL do have time to sit 
down and discuss the CP in New Jersey with outsiders and to 
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be sympathetic with them. Then they tell TOOHEY and the 
Party in New Jersey to take over on this matter • 

TOOHEY refused to do this. He agreed to convey 
HALL's message to the New Jersey Convention but said the 
reaction would be sour* Their reaction will be that they 
have a right to be a part of any discussion concerning them 
and a right to vote on it* They will not be happy that 
their work is discussed with outsiders without their 
knowledge. TOOHEY told HALL he believes the New Jersey 
comrades will say the same thing that TOOHEY told him. 

HALL was sympathetic and said he realized that 
they hadn't had time to discuss the New Jersey problems with

came over from New Jersey and forced their way into the 
National Office; therefore, they had to sit down with them. 

TOOHEY told HALL that he had forced his way in 
also in an effort to get the cooperation of the National 
Office but had received none.

Convention four weeks ago they had once and for all approved 
the decisio n that the CP* USA recognized that COGGINS and 
I I were out of the Party finally and irrevocably.

EUGENE DENNIS opened the meeting and gave the 
following agenda; 

li Youth conference to be held in NYC 
2; AFL-CIO and Negro question. 



The first speaker was WILLIAM ALBERTSON who 
gave a report on the progress of the youth work to date. 
ALBERTSON stated that there was to be a meeting this coming 
weekend (2/13-14/60) wherein it is planned to adopt a policy, 
program, and constitution to establish a youth organization. 
ALBERTSON pointed out that there has been an ideological struggle 
mainly on the question of the character of the youth organiza- 
tion and said that agreement had been reached on the following 
fundamental principles : 
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1. The organization is dedicated to the struggle 
for the immediate needs for youth, 

2. Dissemination of Socialist propaganda to youth. 

3. Conduct education within its own ranks 

■ ALBERTSON commented that a few weeks .ago, a group 
of non-Party youth had submitted a list of questions to him 
in an effort to determine what the Party wanted. He said he. 
met, with these people and they agreed with the Party line.. 

ALBERTSON listed the following problems still existing: 

1. The fact tshat there has been inadequate 
preparations for the coming conference. 

2. There are still questions raised regarding the 
exact character of the organization, saying that some- want 
a Marxist-? Leninist organization. 

3. There are questions on the relationship with 

the CP and how this should be handled in the founding document . 

4; Differences exist as to what the role of CP members 
in this youth organization should be, 

ALBERTSON said that he had proposed to the youth 
commission that there be five officers' to include the 
following: 

MARV (possibly MARKMAN) as President 

JAKE (possibly ROSEN) Vice Chairman and General Organizer

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ALBERTSON expressed the opinion that these people would 
give a rounded leadership and commented that reaction was 
divided regarding the above slate of officers , with some 
youths feeling that it should be left to the convention, 

IRVING POTASH stated that verbal agreements reached 
thus far by the youth as to the character of the organization 
are meaningless because in practice there is no genuine unity* 
some of the proposals by the youth would give the organization 
$. different character than that agreed upon; Party leadership 
must develop a unified approach on the character of youth 
organization; the YouJ^jpommissioh must resolved its 
internal differences/asopposition to JAKE as conventions 
keynote speaker; leaders in the youth movement are very 
capable, but because of their dishonest, factional approach, 
they cannot make a contribution to the youth movement. 

RY LIMER stated the launching of a youth organization in 
New York is of extreme importance nationally as a part of the 
evolution and establishing of a national youth organization. 
The Party cannot establish a youth organization which is 
based upon differences in line and policy. Factional methods 
of work are the key problems in the youth movement and have 
created a feeling of disunity and distrust both in New York 
and nationally in youth work. There must be a meeting 
between the national leadership and the New York leadership 
on the youth question.. 

JACK STACHEL stated a successful youth movement is 
impossible while factionalism exists. Party clubs should play 
a bigger role in establishing the youth movement* 

PHIL BART stated disagreement as to the Party line on the 
youth movement must be resolved through further discussion* 
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ana said that all work of the Party must conform to the line 
of the Party. 

BEN DAVIS, JR. stated that there is factionalism 
still remaining in the Party and that it is serious enough that 
it might effect the Party nationally. He said that we must 
get rid of it or we will waste our time arguing and fighting 
amongst ourselves and thus permit the youth to do the same 
thing; He said that the question of factionalism cannot 
be resolved without the full NY. leadership being present 
for discussion. He expressed the opinion that factionalism had 
been intensified by an incorrect approach by certain comrades 
toward youth. He said the youth must be treated as comrades 
with basic equality. DAVIS said that "we" must let them 
know that we will not tolerate any kind of factionalism. 
In concluding, DAVIS felt that the youth were not prepared 
for this, coming conference, but that they should proceed with 
it anyway. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON stated that no disciplinary 
action was needed but that the youth should be given a funda- 
mental understanding of what Party discipline means. PATTERSON 
agreed with DAVIS that factionalism will not be tolerated 
and thought that a small committee should be formed to look 
into the possibility of the youth being fed factional material. 
Re said they should find that source and stop it* 

ALBERTSON spoke again and said that they do not 
have united leadership in NY State concerning the youth and 
thought that it would be necessary, at some future time, to 
review the whole process of development of youth work. He 
stated that the preamble is not the best, but it is a 
document that can be lived with,- stated that a stage has 
been reached where if something new does not develop 
demoralization will set in, and that at the conclusion of 
the convention everyone present is to be organized on the 
spot into clubs. 
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BEN DAVIS said that MARVIN (MARKMAN) and others 
viay^ nawrintr np a whispering campaign against JAKE (ROSEN) 

and | | DAVIS said that it was necessary to 55 

cracic down on bo-en groups and that a committee should be set , 1 
up to meet with the youth to see what can be achieved at the 
conference . 

It was generally agreed that a committee should 
be set up to meet with youth and the committee would be composed 
of HY (LUMER), GUS (HALL), and PAT (PATTERSON). 

IRVING POTASH proposed that tshe committee should 
inform the comrades that any one who opposes the Party line 
or engages in factional activity at the convention will be 
placed under (charges ?) 

EUQENE DENNIS in reply to PATTERSON stated 
that this could not be put in the form of a proposal. 
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GEORGE MORRIS next spoke regarding Trade Unions 
and the Negro question. He said that the latest outburst 
by GEORGE MEANY (regarding ADAM CLAYTON POWELL) is much 
more than just the whim of a certain labor leader. It 
dramatizes something and is the climax of long development. 
He stated that in recent years the civil rights struggle, 
the Negro workers themselves and the African liberation 
movement have all been factors in raising the struggle 
to a high level. 

MORRIS stated that labor leadership and reformist 
leaders in the Negro movement have been so pre-occupied 
with anti -Communist activities that they have placed 
problems affecting justice to the Negro worker at the 
bottom of the list. He said that the struggle for the 
development of the Negro council movement in the labor 
movement is a very important development and that RANDOLPH 
(A. PHILIP) has decided that eating out of 1he hand of 
white labor leaders does hot pay and further that the 
initiative for conducting the civil rights struggle will 
have to come from Negro Trade Unionists. 

MORRIS stated that ADAM CLAYTON POWELL did 
an excellent job in criticizing ME ANY j however, POWELL 
should adopt a less provocative tone when discussing his. 
proposed succession to the chairmanship of the House 
Committee on Education and Labor. He said that the 
struggle between Negroes and white labor leaders is 
a new and significant stage in the struggle for 
civil rights and that struggle presents opportunities 
for the Party and it is important for the Party to 
be active in the Trade Union movement. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON regarded the attack 
on POWELL as coming from labor reactionaries and said 
that POWELL will be in the most vital position any- 
Negro has occupied since the Civil War. He said 

y \ 
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that the Negro -Commission has to say something on 
this "MEANY thing" and that programs should be 
developed to sharpen the forms of struggle. 

BEN DAVIS commented that in connection with 
Negro work, it was difficult to operate adequately 
with CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT at the head of this work and 
residing outside of NY. DAVIS proposed that there 
be 3 joint session between the Negro and Trade Union 
Commissions because by doing so, the Negro worker 
struggle would be dramatized and further that it would 
show that such a struggle was no longer routine. 
He said that MEANY' s attack on RANDOLPH and POWELL 
reflects that MEANY wants to kill the Negro labor 
council and that "we" have to say that MEANY has to 
'."resign or change and apologize to the Negro people. 
DAVIS said that if he does not do this, he is uutxv 
to be president of the AFL-CIO, 

In concluding, DAVIS recommended further 
discussion to reflect the following: 

1) The labor movement has the moral duty 
to the people to clean up Jim Crowism. 

2) The labor movement has "to do much more 
in the fight for the Negro people. 

3) The center of this struggle must be 
shifted to the white workers. 

DAVIS stated further that he would like to 
see a person like HARPY BRIDGES emerge as a powerful 
champion in the fight for the Negro workers. 

GEORGE MORRIS ended the discussion by saying 
that he was glad that the main attack has to 
be centered on MEANY.,

This letter pointed out the VALB had initiated 
a campaign to send post cards to President EISENHOWER, c/o

testing the President's state visit to FRANCO and asking 
him to urge FRANCO to grant amnesty to all political prisoners 
especially LEONCIO PENA„ PENA, a naturalized U. S. citizen, 
was apprehended by Spanish authorities in the Spring of 1958 
and charged with subversive activities against the Spanish 
Government. He was subsequently tried and convicted and is 
serving 20 years sentence in prison at Burgos, Spain.
